2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Krug 
(4,961,053). 

As per claims 1-4, Krug discloses a circuit arrangement for testing integrated 
circuit components, which performing the functions of: 
Providing an integrated circuit that includes a self-test device; 
Starting to perform a test of the integrated circuit with the self-test; and 
Subsequently, connecting the integrated circuit to an external testing device that 
performs a function selected from the group consisting of reading out results of 
the test and evaluating the results of the test. (See col. 3, line 25 to col. 4, line 
21 and col. 6, lines 19-41). 

As per claims 5-6, Krug further discloses with the self-test device, writing data 
into a test result memory; and 

After testing the integrated circuit with the self-test device, taking out of 
operation, components of the integrated circuit that are not needed to continue to 
store the data in the test result memory. (See col. 8, lines 49-53). 
As per claims 7-8, Krug further discloses wherein taking at least part of the 
integrated circuit out of operation includes not supplying a clock signal or a 
supply voltage to the integrated circuit. (See col. 6, lines 52-55). 
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As per claims 9-10, Krug further discloses providing the plurality of integrated 
circuits on at least one wafer. (See abstract, col. 1 , lines 9-1 1 , col. 2, lines 55- 
66). 

As per claim 11-15, these claims are also rejected under the same rationale as 
set forth in claims 1-4. 

As per claim 16, Krug discloses a circuit arrangement for testing integrated circuit 
components, comprising: 
A components; 

A self-test device for testing the components; and 

A device for, at a particular time, taking specific ones of the components out of 
operation, wherein the particular selected from the group consisting of during the 
testing and after the testing. (See col. 6, lines 19-55). 

As per claims 17-23, these claims are also rejected under the same rationale as 
set forth in claims 6-8. 

As per claims 24-28, these claims are also rejected under the same rationale as 

set forth in claims 1-23.
